Perhaps my union 
Would agree to that if they all got jobs with 
express companies—though I am not sure 
they would?” 

"We will guarantee nothing,” said one 
the agents, with the approval of the rest. 
* Every application for work must be consid- 
ered on its own merits. We reserve the right 
te employ or discharge whom we please.” 

Unable to Come to Terms. 

“Then we cannot come to terme,” said 
Barry, as he turned to go. 

“Do you realize that you are standing in 
the way of peace in Chicago?” one of the 
agents asked.

None of the express managers would say 


‘anything as they left the building. 


Federation Raises New Obstacle. 
Another complication which may prove 


= serious obstacle to ultimate peace is the 
attitude taken by the Chicago Federation 
of Labor strike committee. This committee 
maintains that the garment workers’ trouble 
is still a part of the present controversy, and 
that the strike cannot be settled until the 
wholesale clothiers agree to arbitrate with 
their strikers. 

The federation committee discussed this 
matter at its meeting in the afternoon and 
came to the conclusion practically that the 
central labor body would not place its seal 
of approval upon any settlement which did 
not contain provision for the garment work- 
“Thea idea that the garment workers have 
released the teamsters from the sympathetic 
action which they took on April 6 is a mis- 
take,” said President Charles Dold of the 
federation of labor. “Our committee will 
mever call off the strike until the trouble of 
the garment workers is satisfactorily ad- 
Susted.” | 

There are officials in the teamsters’ union, 
however, who do not have the same under- 
standing regarding the status of the gar- 
ment workers’ strike, and who declare that 
the strike has now become a teamsters’ bat- 
tle, pure and simple, for the reinstatement 
of the men who went on strike. 


Teamsters Appoint Committee. 

The Teamsters’ council appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with the Chicago Team 
Owners’ association regarding an arbitration 
of the union's refusal to allow the Team 
Owners to deliver, to strike bound housed. 
Officers of the latter organization seemed to 
derive considerable satisfaction: from the 
“concession "' of the union.

The uniohfs that first would be 
affected by the spread are the sheet metal 
and iron workers, the electrical workers, 
the engineers, the roofers, lathers, hod car- 
riers, paper hangers. plumbers, and steam 


fitters. 

Starts as Banner Year. 

The building season this year began more 
auspiciously than any other in the city’s 
history. There were 866 permits issued dur- 
ing April, representing a prospective outlay 
of $7,298,300. This broke all records, being 
$1,281,645 in excess of the aggregate value 
for March and more than double that for 
February. 

The 866 permits called for the occupancy 
of nearly five miles of frontage, and though 
reprsenting a larger investment carried, a 
slightly smaller frontage than the March 
record, The total number of permits for 
the first four months of the year was 2,143, 
representing a total.expenditure of ~ $18,- 
635,355. 

Since the great building trades strike in 
1901, when the old building trades council 
was. broken up, there has been no trouble 
between contractors and the unions. New 
contracts and agreements were entered into 
and are still in existence.

SMOKE UNDER COUR? BAN, 


CITY ORDINANCE UPHELD BY FED- 
ERAL JUDGE KOHLSAAT. 


Right of the Council te Abate the Nai- 
sance Is Held to Be a Reasonable 
Exercise of the Power Given to the

cuit court yesterday upheld the Chicago 
ordinances governing the so-called smoke 
nuisance. The Glucose Sugar Refining com- 
pany sought to restrain the city from en- 
forcing the ordinances, denying the power 
of the city-counci] to pass such ordinances. 

“The position taken by complainant,” 
Judg¢e Kohisaat d, “involves the whole 
question of the suppression of dense smoke. 
If the health and morals of the city require 
it, even such a result as the bill of com- 
plaint sets forth should not be allowed to 
defeat the efforts of the authorities by 
proper means to protect the public. 

“Tt is clear that the city of Chicago is in- 
vested with the power to declare what isa 
nuisance and to abate the same. Whether 
it has the power to declare dense smoke a 
public nuisance or a nuisance per se is raised’ 
in the case of Marmon vs. Chicago, and the 
ordinance was held valid. In that case the 
court said: ‘The terms will be understood 
as commonly employed and this court will 
understand by dense smoke precisely what 
everybody else does who has ever seen a 
volume of dense smoke as it comes from 
the smoke stack or chimney where common 


‘soft or bituminous coal is used for fuel in 


any considerable quantities.’ 


Reasonable Exercise of Power. 

“ All things consideréd, it is plain that the 
ordinance in question was a reasonable ex- 
ercise of the power given the city in its 
charter, and that being so, the court will 
not be warranted in holding the ordinance 
invalid as in excess of the power of the.city. 
“Tt is difficult to adjust the exact rights 
of business interests and public good, but 
once adjusted society as organized has the 
power from time to time as need requires 
to asgert itself for the protection of itself. 
The motion for a preliminary injunction 
must be denied.”’ |

UPHOLDS INHERITANCE T. . 


Ohio Supreme Court Finds Law Levy- 
bases Duty on Estates to Be 
‘Constitutional. 


Columbus, O., May 23.—The Ohio Supreme 
court today upheld the direct inheritance 
tax law by affirming the decision of the 
Darke County Circuit court in the case of 
Hostetter vs. the State of Ohio.

MBASSADOR VON MEYER’S action

at Washington have reached the latter by 
means of messengers sent all the way across 
the Atlantic, owing to absence of adequate 
confidence in the integrity of officers in 
charge of the mail bags on board the ship, 
and to fear lest there might be any tamper- 
ing with betters between New York and 
Washington. Not that I would for one mo- 
ment belMeve that such a thing would be 
poseible in the cage of the United States 
mails. But unfortunately foreign govern- 
ments are apt te judge the other powers by 
themseives, and since the so-called black 
cabinet exists everywhere abroad, save 
England, it is only natural that they should 
be unwilling to grant to the American postal 
department a confidence which they are 
aware is withheld with good reason from 
their own mai) service. ;

cially In the daye when the home rule party 
Was still under the able and never-to-be-for- 
gotten hadership of Parnell, were wont to 
insist that all their letters, especially those 
from America, were tampered with by the 
authorities at the English general postoffice 
at St. Martin's le Grand. And while this 
charge was never substantiated, yet the fact 
remains that large numbers of people, espe-

tion. Each foreign government, with the 
exception of the United States, keeps a per- 
manent staff of men, most of them retired 
army and navy officers, all of them of birth, 
breeding, and of absolutely unexceptionable 
antecedents, for no other purpose than that 


from its embassies abroad. In England they 
‘are known by the name of king’s messen- 
gers, and receive @ salary of $2,000 a year, 
besides an allowance of $5 a day, in addition 
to expenses, when traveling. Their adven- 
tures in protecting their dispatches from 
theft or destruction have furnished the theme 
of a boundless number of magazine articles, 
and of romances, some true and others not, 
an@ when it is recalled to mind how the dis- 
patches in connection with the Dreyfus affair, 
sent by the German embassy at Paris to Ber- 
lin by an imperial messenger, were surrepti- 
tiously opened and their contents photo- 
graphed during the trip from Paris to the 
German frontier, ft wil) be realized that the 
career of @ bearer of government dispatches 
is even in these prosaic days not without an 
‘element of excitement. ;

_ The king’s messengers rank as members of 
‘the English diplomatic service, and have 
always been welcome guests at the table 
of the ambassadors to whom they have car- 
ried not merely confidential dispatches in 
sealed bags but likewise all the latest gossip 
of Mayfair and of the capitals at which 
they have stopped off en route. They are 
supposed to always travel in a species of 
semi-military uniform, witha badge of office, 
consisting of a silver greyhound sur- 
mounted by an imperial crown, pendent 
from a ribbon around their neck. But ow- 
ing to the attention which this uniform 
attracts, and the mark which it makes 
of the royal messengers for designing peo- 
ple, it is seldom used, except in war time, and 
then only within the fronti of one or an- 
other of the belligerents. | | 

f course there have been quite a number of 
abuses in connection with thig king’ s messen- 
ger service, and I have known, during the late 
reign, the messengers to bring out in sealed 
bags, supposed to contain dispatches, collars 
for Sir Andrew Buchanan, the former British - 
ambassador at Vienna, hats and bonnets for 
the Grand Duchess Alice of Hesse, all sorts of 
English knick-knacks for the late Empress 
Frederick at Berlin, and evem on one occa- 
sion the bag of dispatches destined for the 
embassy at Vienna contdined a small cask 
of particularty fine Ostend oysters. For many 
years, moreover, it was'the practice of these 
foreign office messengers to call each week 
on their way back to England at Brussels, 
where they received from the court kitchens 
a box of peculiarly made biscuits, of which 
Queen Victoria was fond, and which she 
believed nobody could make so weil as the 
pastry chefs at the head of King Leopold's 
kitchen. This box of biscuits was carefully 
sealed up at the British legation with the 
official seal, and then conveyed across the 
channel via the foreign office to Windsor, 
under the denomination of “ important con- 
fidential government dispatches.” 


There has been on several occasions a talk 
of abolishing these King's messengers, on the 
alleged ground ‘that their services have be- 
come virtually superfluous with the develop- 
ment of telegraphic mmunications and 
cipher codes. But this argument will not 
hold. For there is no secret cipher code 
used by any power of which te other gov- 
érnments do not possess the Key. In fact, 
no secret code has yet been invented which 
cannot be deciphered by experts, by men 
who devote their entine existence to this 
particular branch of research. This com- 
pels governments to avoid the wires in the 
case of communication) where secrecy is a 
matter of vital‘ importance. And, as I have 
pointed out above, the mails are equally un- 
‘reliable—even more so-the art of opening 
and closing letters without leaving any trace, 
having been carried to an almost phenomenal 
perfection. From this it will be seen that 
foreign service messengers will ccohtinue to 
remain indispensable as|long as there is any 
necessity of the transmission of dispatches 
of so confidential a character that the dis- 
closure of the secrets which they contain 
might bring about not mer @ rupture of 


friendly relations but even war. 


‘(Emperor Nicholas’ ukase, conceding re- 
ligious freedom to those of his subjects who 
do not belong to the orthoddéx church, will 
vastly fapilitate the appearance of the repre- 
sentatives of the Baptist dénomination in 
Russia at the world’s Baptist congress, which 
is to take place in London-in July.

MR. NEIDIG’S POETRY. 
“The First Wardens,” on a High Plane 


of Technique, Form, and Thought. 


thought, blent with careful, clean, poetical 
workmanship, are the characteristic# of this 
little volume of poems by William J. Neidig, 
which takes its title, ‘ THE FIRST WAR- 
DENS ” (Macmillan Co.], from the most am- 
bitious number in the book, 

Mr. Neidig’s verses are all on a high plane 
-the high plane of technique, form, and 
color, as well as of thought. “‘A Woman’s 
Ring,” a series of twelve sonnets, is a se- 
quence of classitally emotional composi- 
tions. In some of the poems is a touch of 
cynicism, such cynicism as loses much of 
its tartness when glossed over with words 
artistically grouped and aptly chosen. But 
“The First Wardens” bas none of this. It 
strikes the note of pure poesy in many of 
its lines and is wéll worthy a book to itself. 
Unless we are far wrong, Mr. Neidig has 
given this poem much contemplation and 
much patient work—not that his other po- 
ems do not bear the hall mark of untiring 
polishing and pruning: The title poem is 
based on the legend that the true cavern 
of the sepulcher of Christ was occupied dur- 
ing the second or third century by a com- 
pany of religionists; and that when Constan- 
tine usurped the tomb he raised his basilica 
over the rock thex had guarded. The argu- 
ment of the poem’ is that the labors of the 
monks who occupied the sepulcher is not 
ended, but that they battle still for the up- 
lifting and betterment of men. | 
*O, still the flail must purge the temple mart; 
' He that would light this world unto his dream 
Still seize the brand! of battle, and depart 
Upon the crowded highway with his beam!

WHY DON’T PEOPLE GO TO CHURCH? 
Dr. Abbott’s “ The Christian Ministry” 
Offers Some Solution to the Question. 


The question is often discussed, particu- 
larly among ministers, Why do people not 
go to church? Dr. Lyman Abbott suggests 
that it is equally pertinent to ask, Why do 
any people ever go to church? A careful 
census taken In New York City last year 
showed that approximately half of the pop- 
ulation above school age is accustomed to 
take part in some form of religious service 
every week. 

Dr. Abbott regards this fact as typical, for 
in all ages of the world, among all races of 
mankind, attendance upon some form of re- 
ligious service has been one of the most 
universal customs. What is the motive that 
brings so large a proportion of the human 
race each week into the various churches, 
temples, and synagogues? 

The object of Dr. Abbott's new book, “ THE 
CHRISTIAN MINISTRY (Houghton, Mif- 
flin & Co.), is to furnish some answer to this 
question; to indicate to priests and preachers 
what it is which ieaduces half the population 
of New York City to lay aside their com- 
mercial pursuits and gather in their church- 
es every seventh day; to interpret to them- 
selyes, the men and women who form these 
congregations, and explain to them what it 
is that they are often unconsciously seek- 
ing; and to indicate to those who rarely or 
never go to church the advantage which they | 
might secure if they were, in this respect, to 
conform to the custom, not only of their fel- 
low countrymen in America, but of their 
fellow men throughout the world.

Had not ‘the dowager stapes of China 
been bribed to grant Russia concessions in 
Manchuria war would not have been de- 
clared by Japan upon the government of 
the czar, according to his excellency Kang 
Yu Wei, former prime minister of the Ce- 
lestial empire and now president of the 
Chinese Empire Reform association. 

Kang Yu Wei arrived in Chicago yester- 
day morning and will spend a week in the 
city as the guest of his countrymen. 

“ We, in China, feel that there was a se- 
cret agreement between the empress 
dowager and the Russian government,” said 
his excellency through his secretary, Chew 
Kok Hean. “ Had the ¢mperor been ruling 
the concessions would never have been 
granted and the dreadful war in the far 
east would have been averted.” 


Surrounded by Retinue. 

Surrounded by a retinue of servants, a 
military and civil staff, he received visitors 
in the afternoon in: his apartments at the 
Auditorium Annex. Early in the day he was 
the guest of honor at a Chinese reception at 
345 Clark street, the Chicago headquarters 
of the Chinese Reform association. 

“America is making a great mistake in 
adopting such stringent laws to exclude the 
Chinese,” said he. “‘ Of course, these laws 
are passed to keep out our lower class of 
cheap labor. However, their rigid enforce- 
ment is excluding a desirable class of 
Chinese. 

“As a comsequence Europe is the goal of

“When we begin to build railroads and, to 
develop a manufacturing industry we want 
to buy from America, for in mechanical ap- 
pHances the United States leads the world.”
